Prophet  Says  'Rise  Above  Self'

“If  a man  would  seek  for  the 
purpose  of  life,  he  would  live  for 
something  higher  than  self,”  was 
the  message  of  President  David 
0.  McKay  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

IN  A SPECIAL  tape  recorded 
message  to  the  students  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  at  Tues- 
day’s devotional  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  he  said,  “that  to  be 
carnally  minded  is  death,  but  to 
be  spiritually  minded  is  life  and 
peace.” 

The  beloved  leader  also  told  the 
students  that  to  be  carnally  mind- 
ed is  to  live  on  an  animal  plane. 

"WHY  SHOULD  we  emphasize 


our  animal  instincts,  instead  of 
the  real  side  or  spiritual  side  of 
us?”  President  McKay  asked. 

He  also  asked  “why  can’t  we 
emphasize  spiritual  things  at 
home  rather  than  unpleasant  at- 
titudes?” 

"I  CAN'T  IMAGINE  a husband 
who  curses  his  wife.  He  is  a crea- 
ture in  the  form  of  a man  harbor- 
ing a nature  of  an  animal,”  he 
stated. 

“A  man  in  an  angered  state  does 
more  harm  to  himself  than  the 
events  that  aroused  his  anger,” 
he  told  the  students. 

HE  TOLD  the  students  to  look 
at  things  as  they  are,  and  to  try 
to  improve  themselves,  and  not 
give  vent  to  their  passions.

HE  SAID  THAT  man  should  el- 
evate his  life,  and  live  so  to  make 
the  world  a better  place  to  live. 


“The  daily  experiences  that  we 
have  will  be  with  us  throughout 
eternity,”  he  warned  the  audience. 

HE  QUOTED  A YOUNG  man 
who  said  that  if  all  evil  were  de- 
stroyed, it  would  be  heaven  on 
earth. 

“I’m  hopeful  that  the  dawning 
of  that  day  is  not  far  distant,”  the 
Prophet  said. 

"THE  RESPONSIBILITY  for 

peace  lies  upon  the  Priesthood, 
members  of  the  Church,  parents, 
and  children.  We  should  be  united 
I in  Christ,”  President  McKay 
I pleaded.

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Off-Campus  Life 

“Brigham  Young  University  was  organ- 
ized and  developed  to  give  the  student  a 
well-rounded  educational  growth.” 

With  these  words  opening  a student 
bulletin  to  off-campus  residents,  the  Office 
of  Student  Housing  began,  with  question- 
able logic,  to  point  out  that  a well-rounded 
person  resulted  mainly  from  the  faithful 
observance  of  off-campus  housing  regula- 
tions. 

There  is  no  denying  that  some  rules 
concerning  off-campus  life  are  needed  and 
valuable,  and  the  housing  office  has  a right 
to  require  certain  standards  of  conduct. 
But,  with  this  bulletin  that  office  has  suc- 
ceeded in  approaching  a situation  of  over- 
protective  paternalism. 

For  example : Hours  for  off-campus  men 
and  women  are  listed  as  11  p.m.  Sundays 
through  Thursdays.  Picture  the  unfortu- 
nate, conscientious  male  as  he  struggles  to 
reach  his  apartment  at  exactly  the  same 
second  he  takes  his  date  home.  Happily,  the 
Office  of  Student  Housing  has  given  the 
male  students  an  extra  half-hour  of  grace 
on  weekends  before  they  are  “tardy”  get- 
ting home  from  a date. 


Over-Regulated 

The  Office  of  Student  Housing  also 
stated  in  the  bulletin  that  BYU  dress  stand- 
ards should  be  maintained  both  on  and  off 
campus. 

Hei*e,  the  housing  office  has  undertak- 
en Honor  Council  duties  by  stipulating 
what  can  be  worn  on  campus,  as  well  as 
supposing  to  tell  stuednts  what  they  can 
wear  downtown  or  even  to  wash  their  car. 

Further,  under  the  “General  Housing 
Policies”  -listed  in  the  bulletin,  the  housing 
office  says:  “Students  should  form  good 
study  habits,  quiet  hours,  and  other  activ- 
ities which  will  lead  to  maximum  academic 
and  spiritual  growth.” 

It  also,  says,  “All  students  should  con- 
duct themselves  in  a manner  which  reveals 
good  taste  and  reflects  the  judgment  ex- 
pected of  Brigham  Young  University  stu- 
dents.” 

The  Office  of  Student  Housing  should 
realize  the  folly  of  trying  to  regulate  every 
action  of  a student.  There  is  something  in 
even  reasonable,  conscientious,  and  law- 
abiding  people  that  causes  them  to  rebel 
against  being  over-protected  and  regulated 
in  every  step  they  take.

Christensen  commented  that 
the  reason  that  only  2300  fresh- 
men voted  in  the  primary  elec- 
tions was  that  they  didn’t  know 
who  the  candidates  were.  He  said 
there  wasn’t  enough  difference 
of  opinion  between  the  candi- 
dates to  create  student  interest. 

CHRISTENSEN,  outlined  the 
duties  of  the  elections  committee, 
saying  it  is  directly  responsible 
for  the  planning,  advertisement, 
and  promotion  of  the  freshman, 
sophomore,  junior,  senior,  and 
graduate  class  elections,  and  the 
BYU  studentbody  elections. 

It  also  handles  other  major 
elections  during  the  year,  such 
as  the  Homecoming  Queen  elec- 
tions. 

BESIDES  MAKING,.,  publish- 


ing, and  enforcing  election  rules, 
it  makes,  administers,  and  cor- 
rects ASBYU  constitution  tests 
given  to  prospective  candidates. 
It  also  prints  ballots,  sets  up  vot- 
ing polls,  gathers  ballots,  and 
announces  winners  for  all  elec- 
tions held  on  a studentbody  or 
class  basis.

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Several  students,  including  myself,  have  often  v, 
dered  about  the  question,  has  BYU  student  government 
panded  efficiently  to  keep  pace  of  increasing  enrollme 

A recently  completed  research  project  comes  u 
with  the  answer — yes.  OiTean  Miller,  a senior  fror  j:. 
Roberts,  Ida.  and  an  assembly  member,  traces  ASBYl 
government  expansion  from  1947. 

That  year  a student  council  was  the  only  legisla' 
body  on  campus.  The  eight  members  were:  the  stud 
body  president,  his  secretary,  the  social  chairman,  the  f 
class  presidents  and  the  university  president  as  a hoi^ 
ary  member. 

Changes  came  fast  during  the  1947-48  school  y 
Miss  Miller  reports.  Five  new  members  were  added  to 
student  council:  a vice  president,  a business  manager 
handle  finances),  the  AWS  president,  and  the  Y News 
Banyan  editors. 

A school  newspaper  article  later  criticized  th 
student  council  as  being  “too  large  for  an  executiv 
council  and  too  small  for  a representative  boc  E 
Council  members  themselves  felt  the  need  for  mor 
power  and  better  representation  of  the  students.  Sti 
dents  felt  uninformed  of  governmental  activities. 

Later  that  year  a new  constitution  was  written  wl 
disposed  of  the  student  council  and  created  a legisla" 
council.  Old  student  council  members,  club  and  stud 
activities  representatives  w’ere  included  on  the  new 
making  body,  33  members  sti'ong. 

Minor  legislative  council  changes  were  made  in 
and  1955  which  reduced  council  size  and  changed  elecf' 
dates. 

1956  was  another  big  year  for  changes.  A nei 
constitution  replaced  the  legislative  council  with  th 
senate.  Interorganizational  Council  (IOC),  Hond 
Council,  elections  committee  were  given  birth.  Thre 
new^  vice  presidential  positions  were  created:  culture 
finance  and  student  relations. 
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Another  constitutional  revision  was  made  during 
1960-61  school  year,  increasing  senate  membership, 

IOC  presidents,  executive  council  members  (the  presid  z 
and  four  vice  presidents) , class  vice  presidents  and  re] ' 
sentatives  were  now  included. 
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The  constitution  as  we  know  it  now^  came  abou  h | 
in  April,  1965.  Goodby  senate — hello  assembly.  Reason  i 
the  senate  with  35  members  was  too  large  to  be  el  f 
fective. 

Today’s  assembly  has  21  members,  two  representati 
from  each  class,  the  now  five  vice  presidents  (acaden  I 
the  new  one) , two  inter-housing  members,  one  IOC  m i 
ber  and  two  representatives  at  large. 

Legislative  power  on  campus  is  now  the  assemblj  i*?? 
It  appropriates  budget  monies,  debates  and  passes  biU  ■ 
w hich  become  law  upon  the  president’s  signature,  ha  - 
the  power  to  impeach  or  remove  any  executive  officAv!f 
or  appoint  one  of  the  vice  presidents  to  the  presidei  _ 
tial  position  should  the  vacancy  occur  during  the  schol ;; 
year. 

Some  decisions  that  affect  BYU  students  (such  as 
recent  dance  policy)  are  made  by  the  executive  coui  c 
The  ASBYU  president,  five  vice  presidents,  two  execu  | 
assistants  and  the  executive  secretary  currently  constil  t 
the  council. 

So,  a thank  you  to  Oiiean  Miller  for  the  historic 
formation.  It  provides  a “yes”  to  our  question.
